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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Adding new claims 23-25 corresponding to previous dependent claims 18-20 does not simplify the isues for 
appeal since theses claims were already present and the previous rejections refer to those claims. Therefore, there is no reason to 
renumber them for appeal. New claims 21 ,22 and 26 may be resubmitted since they only put objected claims into independent form and 
therefore would be alllowable. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Paeglis et al does not 
teach the adsorber adsorbs materials from the atmosphere to which the membrane is expsoed. However, the membrane itself is part of 
the atmosphere to which it is exposed. The applicant also argues oils are not voliatile materials. Oils are deemed inherently volatile in 
nature. The applicant argues that the flow rate is not taught by Paeglis, however, since the compositions are similar one would be 
motivated to form a flow rate as desired for a particular application. The applicant argues that there is no motivation to use the specific 
adsorbers of claims 1 8-20 in Paeglis et al, however, one would be motivated to substitute one adsorber for the other in order to adsorb the 
same type of materials therefrom.
